Goes to Swarthmore. 

Debating teams representing George 
Washington University .will engage in 
a triangular debate with-. West Vir- 
ginia University and Swarthmore Col 
lege on Friday night, March 11. The 
George Washington affirmative team 
will debate at 8.15 with West Virginia 
at the Y. M. C. A. Building in this 
city. The negative team will journey 
to . Swarthmore, Pa., to meet the col- 
lege there. The question for debate 
has to do with allowing labor, as such, 
in corporate industries to share in 
the management by selecting, from 
their own numbers, members of the 
boards of directors of the corporation. 

-Swarthmore College will send Its 
negative team to Morgantown to en- 
gage the affirmative team of West 
Virginia University. This la the sec- 
ond year that these three institutions 
have engaged in a triangular debate. 
Swarthmore College won the cham- 
pionship last year by winning from 
both George Washington and West 
Virginia. George Whshington, by win 
ning from West Virginia, took second 
place. 

The members of the George Wash- 
ington team to debate West Virginia 
will be selected from George M. Moore, 
D. Malcolm Hodge, W. I. Cleveland. 
Helen R. Carlosa and Thomas D. 
Behne. 

The team to debate Swarthmore will 
be Leslie Jackson, Stanton Fitzgerrell 
and Harry Berlin. Of these, Harry 
Berlin has twice represented George 
Washington in the past, Hodgei and 
Cleveland each once. The others are 
newcomers. 

In addition to the triangular debate, 
the George Washington University 
negative team will debate the affirma- 
tive team from Penn State in Wash- 
ington on the evening of March 25. 


Altrop and Manson Win 2J/ 2 Points 
In South Atlantic Events; Run 
Away With C. U. Frosh. 

In the big track meet held in the 
Catholic •University gym at Brookland 
last Thursday night, March 3, the G. 
W. U. Frosh reaped sweet revenge for 
their defeats in basketball by literally 
running away from the C. U. frosh re- 
lay team. Earle Manson and Altrop 
won 2t4 points betwen them in the 
South Atlantic events. 

Altrop led off for the Hatchetites 
and gave Jimmie Moyle, the second 
runner, a good lead; John Loehler and 
Earle Manson steadily increased the 
lead, so that the G. W. team won the 
race by a big margin. 

Earle Manson placed fifth in his 
event, the 449-yard dash of the South 
Atlantic Intercollegiate Association. 
In the high jump Altrop tied for fourth 
place with Maroney, of Georgetown. 
Although John Loehler didn’t place in 
his event of the 50-yard hurdles, he 
deserves credit for winning first place 
in his heat when the competition he 
was up against is considered. He ran 
against such track stars as Le Gendre, 
of Georgetown, and Aaronson, of 
Johns Hopkins. 

The whole team deserves credit for 
its performance, considering the 
amount of practice the team was able 
to get before the meet. 


273 Students Have Failed to Pay 
Activity Tax for First Semester. 
Reports from the treasurer’s office 
in regard to the Student Activity 
pledge - payments are none too en 
couraging. Despite the fact that the 
pledges are one month overdue, more 
than 900 students are in arrears, ac- 
cording to tne recent report. 

The number of students originally 
pledged to the payment of $10 for the 
year was 1,426. Of this number 273 
students have failed to pay the first in- 
stalment. The money is collectable, 
however, and President Collier’s re 
cent statement in The Hatchet and on 
the official bulletin boards is expected 
to be followed by drastic measures in 
the event of failure of the students to 
respond to their pledges.

The results of 
this meet, the first one held, is very 
encouraging, giving the swimmers a 
foundation for the belief that they will 
annex several more meets before the 
Beason is over. ' 

Capt. Granville Dickey led his team- 
mates in individual scoring, as he was 
responsible for 13 of the 52 points 
scored by the Hatchetites. Two firsts 
apd a second accounted for the 13 
points. Dahlquist .was second, with a 
first and a' second, giving a total of 8 
points acquired. MaoEwen and Stokes 
came next, each with 6 points. How- 
ever, these points were earned in dif- 
ferent ways. MacEwen got a first and 
third, while Stokes finished second In 
two events. The whole team deserves 
praise for its very creditable work.
